1 . Amendment filed on 4/26/06 has been received. 

2. Applicants submitted an interview request with the amendment using form 41 3A. 
A call was made on 6/29/06 and a message was left with applicant's representative. No 
response was received before the preparation of this action. Examiner will contact 
applicant at a later date to discuss the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-13, 18,19,21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims have been amended to disclose that the diaphragm is continuously 
convex as well as a variety of shapes such as frusto-conical or semi-spherical. The 
examiner can find no discussion in the specification regarding the shape of the 
diaphragm. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this titie, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-13,18,19 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gertel et al(U. S. Patent no. 5,549,269). 

See figure 5 flexible diaphragm 86, toroid elastomeric damping element 92 between 
plates 96,98, load button 81 , rigid base plate 88, cradle unnumbered but element 
holding diaphragm 86 with base 88, load interface 108 

Gertel et al does not disclose that the diaphragm is continuously convex when inflated. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have a semi-spherical, frusto-conical, or frusto-spherical shaped 
diaphragm as such is merely a design choice. There is no support for criticality of the 
shape in the specification. This is further supported by the fact the applicant is claiming 
different shapes (e.g. frusto-conical and semi-spherical). Please see MPEP 2144.04 
and In re Dailey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966). 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13,18,19,21-24 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

8. Regarding claim 20, the examiner previously addressed this issue in the advisory 
action. Group I was to a vibration damping apparatus and Group II was to a servo 
writing apparatus. Claim 20 is directed to a servo-writing apparatus and therefore is part 
of group II. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
